A recognised expert on the USSB, he served two terms in Moscow as Baval Attache 
(1933 and 1938)* He also served in China and was at one time c onne cted with the Foruost 
Fleet* His name came up in late 1950 In connection with the MAHJT03HI MAJSU case in- 
volving the smuggling of Japanese to Formosa for service with the Chinese Nationalists, 
In the spring of 1953, MAZDA visited Formosa ostensibly for the purpose of making surv 
rsys preparatory to the salvage of Japanese ships sunk In Formosan waters* Actually, 
MAZDA spent most cf his time establishing contact with the Cninat Ministry of National 
Defense to get Nationalist support for a secret Intelligence organ to be run in Japan* 
Upon his return to Japan, MAZDA reportedly told the CHC and others that he had ob- 
tained a large sum of money for this purpose* Since 1952, MAZDA has been connected
